May or Fra nc is R. Koenig ended his summer of discon­ 
tent nidi the Census Bureau, announcing today that federal 
officials hav e admitted to errors in omission in compiling 
King ston s population this spring . 


I he break came with a letter from Arthur G. DuKakis, 
deputy reg ional director for the U.S. Bureau of Census in 
Boston, which g av e the may or an answer to the 121 “ Vkere 
\o u Counted Forms” mailed out to Boston on J uly 22. 
I he word, so far, is g ood. According to DuKakis, of the 
12? forms sent to the Boston office, it was found by cross 
checking that SO of the homes claimed to he missed were 
counted. Howev er, 4? of those 12? homes had not been 
counted and as a result, DuKakis informed Koenig that he 
is adding 129 people to the city ’s census total. 
“ We are v ery encourag ed bv this news,” the may or told 
I he Freeman today . “ Perhaps 129 people aren’t that many 
but it’s a start. It supports our contention that the census 
was not complete in our city and that we hav e more people 
than the federal fig ures show.” 
Last Wednesday , Koenig sent census forms taken by city 
officials for W ards One, Three, Four, Six and Nine which 
showed 72*> more persons than counted by the census takers 
in April. I he may or said today that federal officials in Bos­ 


ton hav e requested a map of the city showing its ward boun­ 
daries. 


Koenig said he will not be sending anv more ward fig ures 
to Boston until the Census Bureau checks the fiv e wards he 
sent last week. 


It was back in late Mav that the may or receiv ed unof­ 
ficial word from the Bureau of Census that the count had 
been completed in King ston and that the city had lost some 
4,100 in population from the 29 ,260 recorded in 19 60. 
Koenig reacted immediately , firing off a letter of protest 
to the Census Bureau and a letter to Cong ressman Hamilton 
Fish J r. seeking his support. Shortly after the may or called 


a special meeting of the Common Council asking that the 
aldermen conduct a census of their respectiv e wards. Fig ures 
are still being compiled on that special city census. 
The may or’s main concern was the loss of state aid which 
amounts to about £ 2? for ev ery resident. He said that the 
city would stand to lose up to .<9 0.000 a v ear for the nex t 10 
y ears if the preliminary census fig ures forwarded in May 
stood and were made official. 
The may or, for his part, ag reed that the city had proba­ 
bly declined in population during the last decade but put the 
fig ure at no more than 1,500. not the 4.100 released by the 
Bureau of Census. 
It would now appear that his elforts are beg inning to be 


rewarded. I he Census Bureau, which had prev iously an­ 
swered Koenig ’s questions of count by stating that they had 
little doubt of their accuracy , now seriously looking into the 
King ston situation, and if warranted, adding more people. 
It all adds up, as Koenig pointed out in conclusion. 
“ T hose 129 persons we picked up represent almost <4,000 
a y ear in state aid, based on the <23 per person formula. 
That’s <40,000 ov er the nex t decade.” 
Koenig say s he intends to keep in touch with the Boston 
office of the Census Bureau, seeking the answer to the ques­ 
tion: “ How many of those 725 people found in those fiv e 
wards sent in last week will be accepted by the Census Bur­ 
eau.

The number of school children who enter first grade 
wearing horn rimmed glasses is testimony to the faulty 
sight so many are born with or acquire soon after birth. 
Dr. Dav id Hiles, a Pittsburgh physician who specializes 
in children's eye problems, states that of ev ery 20 chil­ 
dren who start school for the first time, one can't see 
normally. 
In many cases, the parents don’t k now that their 
children are afflicted. 
For that reason, Dr. Hiles ad­ 
v ises parents to be on the look out for these signs of 
trouble: 
Persistent 
squinting, 
frequent 
eye-rubbing, 
recurrent 
sties 
or 
infections, 
watering 
eyes, 
com­ 
plaints of blurring and inability to see objects other 
children of comparable age can see. 
Reduced v ision in one eye can be deceptiv e, because 
the “ good” eye may allow the child to seem to function 
normally. A wandering eye. one that does not line up 
properly, usually is abnormal. Simple home tests will 
v erify these conditions. 
Other conditions which worry 
parents may be easily explained. Still others may re­ 
quire treatment or glasses. 
Children need to hav e their eyes tested by a com­ 
petent practitioner early in life and certainly before 
entering school. They must be adequately equipped be­ 
fore their eyes are subjected to the strains of concen­ 
trated study.

The dean of the Univ ersity of Wisconsin law' school 
has come up with, if not a solution, at least a new ap­ 
proach to a major headache of college administrators— 
the soaring cost of property damage insurance. 
Under a plan formulated by Dean Spencer L. Kim­ 
ball. each student at state univ ersities would be required 
to pay a surcharge of $100 each semester. The indiv idual 
campus would hold $90 and the remaining $10 would go 
into a general fund cov ering all schools in the state. 
At the Madison campus alone of the Univ ersity of 
Wisconsin, this would create a fund of some $5.5 million. 
But if no damage or disruption occurred during the 
semester, the $90 would be refunded to the student. 
The state would k eep the $10. 
It’s sort of a pay as you blov v -it-up- plan, though Kim­ 
ball hopes that its real effect would be to encourage stu­ 
dents to oppose acts of v iolence.

The following words of Daniel Webster uttered in a 
U.S. Senate speech on March 
12. 
1838. should de­ 
flate the ego of those who think they hav e originated 
something new in their crusade against “ the establish­ 
ment.” Said the incomparable Mr. Webster. “ There are 
persons who constantly clamor. They complain of op­ 
pression. speculation, and pernicious influence of wealth. 
They cry out loudly against all bank s and corporations, 
and a means by which small capitalists become united 
in order to produce important and beneficial results. 
They carry on mad hostility against all established situ­ 
ations. They would chok e the fountain of industry and 
dry all stream s.” 
Regardless of what they were called in Mr. Webster’s 
day, they had the equiv alent or the counterpart of to­ 
day’s campus radicals, Communist inciters of v iolence 
and all the rest of the unpalatable breed whose chief 
aim in life is to create turmoil, rather than constructiv e 
dissent. 


WASHINGTON - There

trated in different parts of 
Jordan

“ U.S. News and World Re­ 
port."

If these are not forthcoming, 
some of the airports in the 
Middle East probably will he 
cut off. and it would not be 
surprising if ev en more se­ 
v ere steps hav e to be tak en. 
President Nixon and Secre­ 
tary of State Rogers are not 
announcing their next mov e 
in the hope that the Palestin­ 
ian 
com m ando 
chiefs 
will 
recognize 
the 
dangers 
they 
face and release the prison­ 
ers. Until this is done, puni­ 
tiv e action m ay be delayed, 
but 
if 
the 
prisoners 
are n’t 
freed, pressure of other k inds, 
m ay be applied and the activ e 
cooperation 
of

m ents of Egypt. Jordan and 
other mideast 
c o u n t r i e s 
sought. 
Although only citizens of the 
United States and a few other 
countries were inv olv ed in the 
incidents this time, air piracy 
ha, 
become such a serious 
threat to air trav el that all 
the nations of the world hav e 
a deep interest in finding a 
way 
to discourage

ence. In this case the hijack ­ 
ing was part of a strategy 
within 
the 
m ideast 
contro­ 
v ersy itself, which the United 
States and Russia hav e pub­ 
licly announced their intention 
of trying to help settle. 
What is most im portant is 
that the United Nations be 
presented to the world as a 
m ilitary 
force 
capable 
of 
k eeping the peace. It did so 
in 1950 in Korea, and it still 
has authority under the char­ 
ter to do the sam e now in the 
Middle East.

One report suggests that the 
Chinese and Iraqis may ev en 
hav e helped to plot the recent 
airplane hijack ings.

Chinese,

Sov iet v iolations of the agreed 
cease fire. 
Very lik ely he did not. He 
has chosen to play a cautious 
gam e with the Arabs, trying

a nation. 
If anybody wishes to argue 
that “ oil diplom acy” underlies 
this caution, 
let it be con­ 
tended. The Middle E ast’s oil 
reserv es in excess of half the 
entire world’s supply are a 
high prize. But it should be 
rem em bered 
that 
it 
is 
Western Europe, not America, 
that is chiefly dependent upon 
this 
treasure of 
nearly 
300 
million barrels. 
Obv iously, there are critical 
reasons besides oil 
for this 
country’s wish to strik e some 
Kind of balance in relations 
with 
Israel 
and 
the 
Arab 
lands. It mak es no sense to 
allow the Kremlin to posture 
as the “ friend” of the Arabs. 
Assiduously, but with limited 
success, the United States has 
sought to k eep proper link s 
with these countries for years. 
Yet, without assigning all 
v irtue to Israel or forgetting 
such nagging problems as the 
Palestinian refugees and the 
occupied Arab land, it has to 
be said that the fundamental 
Arab 
approach 
to 
Middle 
E astern m atters is im m ature 
and unrealistic. 
When the words from Cairo 
and 
Amman 
and 
other 
capitals 
are 
X rayed, 
they 
appear 
to 
spell 
finish 
for 
Israel 
as 
an 
independent 
Jewish 
state. 
No 
high 
sounding v erbiage about “ one 
m a n , 
one-v ote” 
from 
Palestiniain committees 
and 
other sources can cloak this 
purpose. 
Well, it just isn’t going to 
happen, for the simple reason 
(ev idently 
not 
accepted 
by 
s o m e 
obtuse 
American 
liberals) 
that 
neither Nixon 
nor any later U.S. president 
is going to let it happen.

Arab 
gambling, 
wrongheaded as ev er, is all 
the other way: That close and

M o s c o w 
“ renunciation of 
force” pact, the Sov iet leaders 
continue to exhibit arrogantly 
aggressiv e tendencies.

The steep rise in div orces 
continues, the journal reports, 
and 
Sov iet 
sociologists 
are 
increasingly concerned at the 
emotional dam age and 
per­ 
sonal suffering inflicted by the 
failure of so many m arriages. 
The 
Kremlin 
leaders, 
on 
their part, are disturbed by 
the adv erse effect of div orces 
on the birth rate and, con­ 
sequently. on Russia’s labor 
resources. 
Their 
prime 
in­ 
terest lies in the success of 
the “ socialist” economy. 
Sociologists 
and 
Kremlin 
politicians 
hav e 
therefore 
joined 
forces, 
though 
for 
different reasons, in lecturing 
young Russians on the im­ 
portance of hav ing children.

m e a s u r e s 
to 
encourage 
“ family life.” 
Why so m any div orces in
